CONDUCTOR OPENS FIRE, GETS
WORST END OF BARGAIN.

Jacksonville, Fla, Oct 23—Con-
ductor Raymond Butts, of the Atlan-
tle Coust Line Railroad, who was
shot last Friday by a Colored man
who was riding on his train out of
Palatake, died about 12:20 o'clock
Saturday at St. Luke's hospital from
the wound inflicted by the pistol
bullet which went through his body.

It appears some Colored men were
reported to have beaten up an old
white man at Sanford, and Conductor
Butts, had been nottified to be on the
lookout for them, as they would like-
Iy try to leave on the freight train.
Butts, discovering the Colored man,
thought he was one of those wanted

The man was named Nat Richards,
but was not one of the pair who had
assaulted the Sanford man. Conduct-
or Butts thinking he was wuanted,
took no chancen and open fire on
the man, who returned it and shot
the raflroad man in the shoulder, and
when he fell fired another bullet into
his body.

Deputy Sheriff Meade Hunt went to
the hospital and secured a statement
from Butts, He sald he realized he
was In a dying condition and swore
to the following:

“1 started back to my cab and met
a Colored man on the cab steps. I
asked him what he wanted, and he
ptarted to draw a pisel from his
basom,

“1 then drew my pistol and shot
twice before he fired. Hia first shot
strick me in the face or shoulder, 1
don't know which. After I fell he
ghot me in the buttook.

I had been warned that two Col-
ored men were on my train, and they
were dangerous and to be ecareful,
That Is the reason I did not take any
chances and fired first.”

It was the bullet wound in the but-
tock which proved fatal to the con-
ductor, as it passed through his body.

Richards, after the shooting, ran to
a patch of sorub palmettas, but the
conductor lying on the ground fired
and struck him in the middle of the
back, bringing him to the ground. Tt
is belleved he Is fatally wounded. He
was taken In charge by the Palatka
authorities.

The two men wanted for assault-
ing the white man at Sanford were
Inter found along the railroad track
by Sheriff Hogan and deputies of
Palatka, and one of them attempted
to draw a pistol, but was shot by the
sheriff with a Winchester rifle,

Richards was tuken from the Put-
man county jail by Sheriff Hagan and
removed to a place of safety, Hagan
having heard that & moh was being
formed at Jacksonville to lynch the
prisoner. Richards’ companion, known
a8 Andrew Jackson, was shot by the
sheriff's posse when he tried to draw
a gun after the posse had run him
down, died an hour later. Rich-
ards s wounded, Butts having shot
him as he lay on the ground, wound-
ed In five
